q. Implementation of recently proposed plans and policies. 


In a month highlighted by the announcement of currency reform in the 
Western zones of Germany, the blockade of Berlin and the Cominform denunciation 
of Yugoslav Communists, the London Bureau, FBIS, was called upon to perform 
several special tasks. At the request of Radio Network Control, OIC, OMGUS, 
Berlin, special guidance was given that office on Moscow radio treatment of 


the Berlin blockade. Full details on time and fre uency of Moscow transmissions 
of news and commentaries in the principal Suropean langué; ‘were provided fhe 
? DENA, the news agency in the U,S, zone of Germany, at the latter's 
\ request. The Ambassador's office was furnished all texts of Eastern Eurcpean

Bad atmospheric 
conditions over the Atlantic for several days necessitated the increased use 
of commercial filing.
